HE CALLED IT PASSION 

To the historians who have 
covered most phases of his life, 
Washington’s interest in several 
women was merely “calf love.” 

By 
the time he reached the age of 20 
he had proposed to Betsy Faunt- 
leroy and had been refused. Short- 
ly after his birthday, he wrote 
that he “purpose(d) to wait on 
Miss Betsy, in hopes of a revoca- 
tion of the former cruel sentence, 
and see if I can meet with any al- 
teration in my favor.” Still she 
Said no.

sion’”’ called the “Lowland 
Beauty,” many historians have 
supposed this love to be Betsy 
Fauntleroy. Frances Alexander, 
too, has been suggested as that 
anonymous charmer mentioned by 
Washington to several of his 
friends. 

LOWLAND BEAUTY 

Evidently he was very serious 
in his attentions to her: “.... 
there’s a very agreeable Young 
Lady lives in the same house .. . 
but as that’s only adding Fuel to 
fire it makes me the more uneasy 
for by often and unavoidably be- 
ing in company with her revives 
my former Passion for your Low 
Land Beauty whereas was I to live 
more retired from Young Women 
I might in some measure eliviate 
my sorrows by burying that ‘chaste 
and troublesome Passion in the 
grave of oblivion or eternal for- 
getfulness. .. ” 

Washington’s accounts for 1756 
show that he spent much money 
“for treating Ladies” and for 
tailoring bills. Unusually larve 
amounts were spent that year be- 
cause of Mary Philipse, to whom 
Washington proposed several 
times. It was during his recovery 
from the disappointment of her 
refusals that he met Mrs. Martha 
Custis, whom he later married.

Aspiring Authors Witt and Corcoran Writing Novels 


Everybody believes that he 
has within him some idea which, 
if expressed in words, would 
make a great novel—or_ at 
least a profitable one. Fortu- 
nately for the world not every- 
one who yearns for literary 
glory or gold tries to put his 
dreams into effect. In cold 
print, the delicate thoughts, so 
coddled and nourished, are 
usually trite and puerile. Oc- 
casionally something worth- 
while is produced. Not missing 
any bets are two sophomore 
students here, Harold Witt and 
Roberta Corcoran. 

Witt, recently retired mogul 
of Century Flms Inc., has com- 
pleted the outline and _ one 
chapter of his novel, to be en- 
titled “The Valley.” It is his 
fourth and most serious effort. 
He wrote his first novel—or 
what he then considered a 
novel—when he was 12 years 
old. “It was pretty long so I 
thought it must have been a 
novel; really, it was closer to a 
long short story,” Witt recalls. 
VISITS MAIN STREET 

To acquire authentic local 
color’ for his present opus, 


which takes place in Los An- 
geles and Pasadena, the erst- 
while amateur movie producer 
has made several special trips 
to the Main street district. That 
is the environment to which his 
protoganist was born, and from 
which he tried to rise and 
marry a wealthy Pasadena 
socialite. 

Although formerly he tried 
to grind out prose for the pulp- 
magazines on a write-if-it-kills- 
me basis, Witt says that now he 
writes on inspiration only. “I 
dawdle around and wait until 
the Muse sits on my type- 
writer.” 

WORKS TO SCHEDULE 

Miss Corcoran, however, 
works on _ definite schedule 
whenever possible. Last semes- 
ter she arose half-an-hour be- 
fore her usual time and wrote 
30 minutes preceding the be- 
ginning of her college classes. 
But she ‘admits that she hasn’t 
followed this procedure this se- 
mester—not yet, at any rate. 
Her novel, a mystery-narrative 
with young girl characters, is 
slanted for teen-age girls and 
has been in production for 


nearly four years. 

In explaining the amount of 
time spent on her novel, Miss 
Corcoran said, “I did most of 
my work during the summer 
vacation. I would write quite a 
bit during those months, but, 
when school began again, 
would have to let my. writing 
go. By the time summer came 
again, I would have forgotten 
how the original story  con- 
tinued or would have acquired 
new ideas which completely 
changed the original plot. So 
it was like beginning all over 
again.” The novel is little over 
half completed at present. 
HAS TEN REJECTS 

Like Witt, Miss Corcoran has 
slanted for the magazine field. 
The markets she has aimed at 
are chiefly those catering to 
the taste of teen-age girls. She 
has carefully filed away about 
ten rejection slips. 

As yet neither Witt nor Miss 
Corcoran have elicited anything 
but smirks from Fame and For- 
tune. But someday one of them 
may smile. A week from now; 
a month; a year—Quien sabe?
